The November, 1964, administrative reports from all offices 
indicate that the total pending active matters *in classifications 6 , 

100 and 105 decreased from 20; 269 to 19,730. Delinquent items increased 
from 1,481 to 1,685. The percentage of delinquent items increased 
from 7.3 per cent to 8.5 per cent.

By way of background, in connection with the Department's 

-Emergency Detention Program special -arrangements between the 



k Bureau, the Department and the Immigration and Naturalization 
Service (INS), have been developed for the apprehension of pro- 
rOChineseand pro-Cuban aliens whose names are on the Security Index 
^ by INS under deportation warrants issued by the Department and 
pre-posit ioned in the appropriate INS field office. There are 
£ presently 279 pro-Cuban and pro-Chinese Security Index subjects 
V of which 105 are aliens requiring dissemination of reports to INS 
and the Department at headquarters level as well as INS in the 
field. At the request of the Department and INS, AAG _ and 

INS headquarters are also promptly advised of changes of residence 
and employment concerning these aliens by form FD-366. This was 
the subject of SAC letter 64-41 and a Manual change. Dissemination 
concerning other aliens is made only at the field level. 



This suggestion would require that the field include 
the word '’alien” in the .character of Security Index cases involving 
pro-Cuban and pro-Chinese aliens. This would be a "flag" and "ready 
reference" for the field agent, field supervisor and Bureau supervisor 
ft-nri wrmiri lit it c + cxpcditicuc hcindlin£ tlcn of 

pertinent data. It would also insux*e that a current check is 
maintained with regard to subjects citizenship status which is of 
prime importance in these cases. It would also eliminate much 
unnecessary correspondence between Bureau and field in this regard. 

In many instances Bureau files concerning these subjects have multiple 
volumes and it is necessary to review all volumes in order to 
ascertain citizenship status. ,This would be a continuing current 
check and would insure appropriate handling in accordance with the above.

Each month we follow the field closely on the status of 
security work by analyzing the .backlog of pending cases and delinquency 
in espionage, internal security, security matter and foreign intelligence 
cases in classifications 65, 100 ana 105. Status of these cases as of 
January 31, 1965, is set forth below. 



In January there was a decrease in pending active matters in 
the entire field in the security classifications from 19,107 to 18,404. 
Delinquent matters increased from 1,481 to 1,705. The percentage of 
delinquent matters increased from 7.8 per cent to 9.3 per cent. 



Letters are being sent to the offices indicated by asterisks 
on page four herein, commenting on their delinquency and pointing out the 
necessity for bringing their security cases to a current status.

Each month we follow the field closely on the status of security 
work by analyzing the backlog of pending cases and delinquency in

The April, 1965, administrative reports for all offices 
indicate that the total pending active matters in classifications 65, 

100 and 105 increased from 18,735 to 19,401. • Delinquent items increased 
from 1,217 to 1,312. The percentage of delinquent items increased from 
6.7 per cent to 6.8 per cent.

SUGGESTION: That a form be approved for opening and closing of cases on subjects listed 
on Reserve Index - B. Results of the investigation can 1)6 entered on the 
form by hand thereby eliminating separate memoranda which are now necessary. 

CURRENT PRACTICE: Suggester advises the Manual of Instructions, Volume m, Section 

87D, 7b, page 42c sets forth information that these cases are to 
be reviewed and analyzed at least once every two years. As a minimum, residence and 
employment are verified and logical informants and sources are contacted.. Form FD-154 
(Verification of Information on Security Index Card) may be adapted for use but SA Cox 
states this form is not adequate for closing cases.

ADVANTAGES: Form as proposed would eliminate the dictation and typing of memoranda

The Domestic Intelligence Division feels that this 
suggestion has merit and should be adopted with certain modifi- 
cations.

The June, 1965, administrative reports for all offices indicate 
that the total pending active matters in classifications 65, 100, and 105 
increased from 19,675 to 20,069. Delinquent items decreased from 1,862 
to 1,705. The percentage of delinquent items decreased from 9.5 per cent 
to 8.5 per cent. These same reports disclose that in the 157 classifi- 
cation total pending active matters increased from 3,760 to 4,232; 
delinquency decreased from 555 to 385; and the percentage of delinquency 
decreased from 14.8 per cent to 9.1 per cent. 

The following statistics show the status of pending active 
matters and delinquency for all field divisions for the last six months.
